While it is extremely difficult to lay I 
down hard and fust rules for good ’ 
shooting, I would say—get on the I 
bird smartly, then hold if too close, j 
for tliere’s no sense In blowing a fine I 
bird to bits. Hold higli for birds go- i 
Ing straightaway about tlie level of j 
the eyes and the same on everything ! 
flushing near and going into thick cov- I 
er. Hold low on a fast liird skimming | 
the ground straiglitaway; hold a trifie i 
higli and well aluuid of iiiiarterlng ! 
birds and dead on the head of an in- i 
comer. Most heglnuers fail on fast j 
quartering birds, whieh sluuild be the j 
easiest beeause tliey offer the biggest j 
marks. The chief causes of the fall- I 
iires are not enough allowance and toe 
stopiilng of the swing of tlie gnu as the ! i 
trigger is pulled. The remedy is to i 
get tlie gun well ahead of the mark ' 
and to nialntain the even swing until 
toe shot has started upon its journey. 
Very few, indeed, nre the birds missed 
through sliooting loo far aliead. Final¬ 
ly, never lialk nt a bird whieh rises 
elose by in thick cover. Slioot any¬ 
how’. (L‘t the habit of smashing 
through all sorts of stuff so long as 
one inch of game is visible. .More 
times than not, cover wliich appears a 
hopeless mu.ss of tangled stuff is noth¬ 
ing more than a lot of soft leaves and 
slim twigs, through which a shot can ' 
plow a path for many yards. Make | 
up your mind that where a bird can 
pass through, shot can readily follow ! 
and even should the bird vanish ’.s 
yon pull, don’t despair.

Has Japan the Money for a Long War ? 

n o nation can wage a protracted war unless it pos¬ 
sesses an abundance of cash. In the long run it 
possible tliot the conflict in the Far East will be de¬ 
termined by “hard cash” as mucli as by the valor and 
endurance of the victor. For the fiscal year 1904-05 the 
cost of the war to Japan Is estimated at $2.S4,000,000. This 
outlay has already been provided for by the Japanese Par 
llament, which has authorized an internal loan of $ 191 - 
000,000 and treasury orders to the amount of $15.0 (hi.ooo. 
The balance is to be raised by Increased taxation. 

How long can Japan stand such an expenditure? The 
Russian press is almost unanimous in declaring that it l.s 
the unalterable purpose of the Czar’s government to con 
tlnue the war until Russia is victorious. That may mean 
a war of several years’ diiraHon. Evidently the Japanese 
realize that there is to be a prolonged conflict, for the 
Mikado, in congratulating his soldiers for their valor in the 
series of battles which compelled Kuropatkln to give up 
Liao Yang, frankly stated that the end of the war was a 
long way off. If Japan enn get the money there seems re 
be no question of its ability to fight the Russians on equal 
terms. But will the financiers of Europe keep the Japanese 
government In funds? Will the British allies of Japan 'oe 
ready to furnish loan after loan, on the theory that tbs 
Japanese are fighting Great Britain’s battles as well as 
their own? This is a phase of the war which must give

Foreat Growing in Prairie States. 

T he American Government Bureau of Forestry hss 
selected two widely separated sections of the treeie.ss 
area of the West for a study in artificial forestry dur 
Ing the present season. A field force is at work- 
studying the soils and the kind of timber best adapted 
to the States of Illinois and the two Dakotas, the former 
being a low, level prairie for the most part, and the latter, 
a high table-land, but both wdthout trees, except along the 
streams. There has been considerable private tree plantuig 
in both States, chiefly, however, on a small scale, and for 
purposes of shade and shelter for farm luiildings. 

'The Forestry Bureau is making a stwly of the suiiject 
with a view to the encouragement of tree planting mi n 
more extensive scale. Two purpose.s arc to be furtliered 
by this: one, the growth of timber sultatiie for fuel fencing 
and building purposes, and the otber, the gradual growth 
of timber shelter belts at iiitervuls sufficient to break the 
force of the fierce winds tlint sweep aeros.s these plains 
Some experiments in this line have demonstrated two verv
